of its kind In the world. During 
his visit to Atlanta, Which he will 
be requested to make at an early 
date, the executive committee of the 
commissoin will meet with him in 
daily conference to acquaint him 
with the city’s pressing problems 
and to hear his suggestions. 

The commission expects to be 
greatly aided toward getting start- 
ed on an even keel through Mr. 
Whitten’s study of the situation 
here and his advice. Action of the 
executive committee was taken at 
a meeting immediately following 
adjournment of the commission. 

Inadequacy of Schools. 

In presenting his motion to bring 
a corps of experts in municipal re- 
searth to Atlanta, Mr. Howell said 
that it is perfectly patent to every- 
body that an inadequacy exists in 
the school system, in the street 
system, in .the sewer system, and 
that a great research bureau expe- 
ienced in municipal surveys couldr 
a vast good for the city by coming 
here and making an impartial analy- 
sis of the trouble for the commis- 
sion. 

The executive committee voted 
unanimously to add Oscar Mills, 
chairman of the board of Fulton 
county commissioners, and Mayor 
Key to the body as ex-officio mem- 
bers. 

The time of the commission was 
consumed principally in  discuss- 
ing one of Atlanta’s problems 
which presses for immediate solu- 
tion—her traffic problem. 

Last fall council wrestled 
this question and finally passed an 
ordinance designed to materially 
relieve the situation, but it met ob- 
jection from the mayor and was 
vetoed by him, one of the grounds 
being that-a new traffic law should 
include one-way streets. An effort 
by council to pass the measure over 
his veto failed. 

Following its death at the hands 
of the mayor a citizens’ committee 
was organized with George D. Me- 
Cutcheon, well known automobile 
dealer, as chairman, to frame a new 
ordinance for presentation in council. 
Owing to press of business, Mr. Mc. 
Cutcheon resigned as chairman and 
was succeeded by Robert H. Martin. 
a prominent member of the Atlanta 
Automobile association.

The investt- 
gations showed, it was said today, 
that practically all of the 300 and 
more’ Americans killed in Mexico 
during the past few years by Mex!- 
cans, were killed by American-mado 
bullets. 


Note to Lansing. 


As a result of these investigations, 
the government has consistently re- 
fused to permit American manufac- 
turers to send to Mexico even muni- 
tions purchased here before the 
United States entered the world 
war. When General Scott was 
chief of staff he took a strong stand 
against allowing arms to cross the 
border, and Henry P. Fletcher, who 
recently resigned as ambassador to 
Mexico, also steadfastly recommend- 
ed against permitting such _ ship- 
ments. 

Ygnacio Bonillas, the Mexican 
ambassador, on last January 7, ad- 
dressed a note to Secretary Lansing 
in which he called attention to ten 
previous notes in which he bas re- 
quested “that the various export 
licenses be granted for munitions 
of war.”

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COUNCIL CLOSES 


LONDON SESSIONS 


Turkish Treaty Practical- 
ly Completed and Will 
Be Handed to Turkey on 
March 22. 


London, March 8.—The peace con- 
ference closed its London sessions 
tonight after preparing the Turkish 
treaty and its economic conclusions 
in such manner that they may be 
completed by assistants. The treaty 
will be handed to Turkey March 22, 
it was announced. 


It is possible Premier Millerand 
will come to London the latter part 
of next week to confer with the 
foreign ministers and ambassadors 
on the Turkish treaty and on the 
contentions of the Hungarians re- 
garding their treaty. 


It is not expected the economic 
conclusions of the conference will 
be made public before Saturday or 
Sunday, 


The supreme council will reas- 
gemble early in April at San Remo, 
Italy, where negotiations with the 
Jugo-Slavs will be resumed. The 
reason for the gathering at San 
Remo is that it was felt Rome was 
too far distant and less suitable for 
conducting . the. negotiations with 
the Serbians.

‘ Washington, March 3.—(Special.) 
It is a year ago today since’ thirty- 
nine members of the senate signed 
a round robin saying “it is the sense 
of the sendte that the eonstitution 
of the league of nations in the form 
now proposed should not be ac- 
cepted by the United States.” 

This is likewise the anniversary 
of the occasion when President 
Wilson accepted the challenge in 
his most truculent manner, saying: 
"I have fighting blood in me and It 
is sometimes a delight to let it have 
scope.” 

So far as fighting blood ts con- 
eerned, President Wilson has had 
the worst of it. He was right a 
year ago when he said, “An over- 
whelming majority of the American 
people is in favor of the league.” 
Unquestionably, not so many are 


‘with the president today. And yet 


no one can say that the end of the 
fight is here or even that the end 
is in sight. 

Within a few days there will be 
a final vote on that reservation to 
Article X. which is practically the 
only point now remaining at Issue 
between the friends of the league 
and its opponents. With the con- 
test reduced to so simple and small 
an issue and With every senator on 
record at one time or another by 
speech and’ by vote on every aspect 
of the league, it ought to be possi- 
ble to predict the outcome of the 
long fight, but it is not. 

Striving for Juét Conclusion. 

While there have been politics 
and personal feeling in the senate 
fight on the league, it is even true 
today the bulk of the senate on both 
sides are governed by their indi- 
vidual conceptions of patriotism and 
conscience. Between Atricle X. as 
the president wants it and the Lodge 
reservation to that article, while the 
difference superficially may seem 
slight it is nevertheless deep and 
fundamental. Especially so, since 


the prolonged tension and debate 
have left many in the senate and 
almost the senate as a whole in a 
more or less morbid state on this 
subject. 

The most dependable judgment to-

Borah’s Super-Strategy. 

The second offensive against the 
white house comes from a very 
different quarter. It has a decided- 
ly opposite purpose. It aims to de- 
feat, not to ratify, the treaty. Its 
Ssuper-strategists are the irreconcil- 
able republicans in the senate. There 
were rumors flitting about the sen- 
ate lobbies this afternoon of demo- 
cratic connivance in this latest play 
of parliamentary tactics. 

The plan is to predict revolt by 
a sufficient number of democratic 
senators to ratify the treaty with 
the Lodge reservations. The end 
sought is to draw from the presi- 
dent a formal reiteration of his un- 
compromising opposition to the 
Lodge reservations and thereby to 
“hold in line” enough democrats 
against ratification as to make the 
necessary sixty-four votes impossi- 
ble of attainment. 

Senator William E. Borah, of 
Idaho, launched this flank attack 
today. He declared public opinion 
was being aroused in: opposition 
to the league and that the “falling 
away of the vote on the democratic 
side’ was an indication of the 
grounds well. He said the dem- 
ocrats stood as a solid phalanx six 
months ago against the Lodge reser- 
vations that they now are coming 
to indorse and accept. He chargeu 
that they are falling in line now 


| to ratify on a basis that six months 


ago they declared would be treason. 
Het predicted that “any time we 
come to a showdown,” the demo- 
crats in sufficient numbers would 
vote to ratify. This sort of an at- 
tack coming from Mr. Borah led 
to: the instant conclusion that an 
effort was being made to force the 
president to issue a formal ulti- 
matum to his policy associates in 
the senate. 
Beckham for Ratification. 

Democratic senators want to rati- 
fy the treaty. Senator J. Cc. W. 
Beckham, of Kentucky, a supporter 
of the president throughout the five 
years of his service today an- 
nounced he would vote to ratify 
with the Lodge reservations. Mr. 
Beckham soon will go before his 
constituency for re-election. He de- 
clared he had voted against reser- 
vations, but he believed it better to 
ratify the treaty despite the Lodge 
reservations than to keep the whole 
question in suspense indefinitely. 

The answer of the president will 
come in a few days. The senate is 
rushing toward the final roll call. 
Only casual interest is being taken 
in the readoption of the Lodge res- 
ervations. 

The issue cannot be postponed 
longer.than a few days, possibly a 

week at most, 

All eyes are turned toward the 
white house. The senate has been 
pushed from the spotlight. 

The subject technicaHy before the 
senate all day was the Shantung 
reservation, but it got only a pass- 
ing mention, as. the discussion 
rambled over the whole  battle- 

round of the issues that have 
een debated almost continuously 
for more than a year. Among other 
things, the Adriatic question again 
was brought into the debate, while 
Senator Reed, democrat, Missouri, 
enlivened proceedings with a bitter 
attack on Senator Hitchcock ‘of Ne- 
braska, the administration leader. 


Borah Upholds Wilson. 


The course of President Wilson 
in condemning the proposed Adriatic 
settlement was approved by Sena- 
tor Borah, republican, Idaho, who 
declared the executive was right in 
asserting that the United States 
could not join in European settle- 
ments unless they were to be based 
on a new rule of justice in interna- 
tional contracts. But the _ allies’ 
Adriatic proposal itself, the senator 
argued, showed the old regtme still 
ruled in European politics. 

In a brief statement regarding 
his amendment to the Shantung 
reservation, Senator Lodge, of 
Massachusetts, the republican lead- 
er, said the proposed modification, 
which would eliminate specific ref- 
erence to Japan and China, would 
really make no difference in the 
force of the reservation. Senator 
Lenroot, republican, Wisconsin, told 
the senate the democrats had indi- 
cated in the bipartisan conferences 
they would support the reservation 
with such achange, and declared the 
good faith of that promise would be 
put to a test.

Recently officials came to the con- 
clusion that in order to promptly 
meet cuts in rates by foreign ship 
operators and also by private Ameri- 
can lines the question of rates 
should be left with the 160 or more 
operators of shipping board craft. 


Lower Rates Expected. 


New York, March 3.—According 
to representative steamship opera- 
tors and exporters here, the order 
of the shipping board cancelling its 
freight tariffs will induce an imme- 
diate improvement in the shipping 
market. Lower freight rates offered 
by foreign -flagships which could 
not be met by operators of Ameri- 
can vessels, due to the fixed freight 
charges, now can be successfully 
competed with, the shippers said.

| New York, March 3.—Japan’s 
course in regard to the Shantung 
question “will be pursued un- 
swervingly” no matter what action 
China takes, K. Shidehara, the new 
Japanese ambassador to the United 
States, declared at a dinner given 
by the Japan society in his honor 
here tonight. : 

Asserting Shantung cannot be a 
source of difficulties between the 
United States and Japan, Mr. Shide- 
hara said it “remains for Chinese 
statesmen to decide” which of two

the term Briticization or Galliciza- 
tion or Latinization or Slavonization. 
Why? Because, though a man may, 
through residence and the adoption 
of citizenship, become a citizen of 
the British empire or a citizen’ of 
the French republic or a subject 
of the Italian kingdom or a resi- 
dent of one of the several Slayonic 
countries, he cannot become a part 
of the race which in Italian and 
French and Slavic countries is vir- 
tually identical with the nation. A 
man becomes a Briton, a Britisher 
by will and through adoption, but 
he cannot become an Englishman in 
any Way save through birth. This 
does not hold true of America. 
While Anglo-Saxonism is the very 
heart of America, and Anglo-Sax- 
ondom made the largest and most 
precious contributiGn to American 
life, a man is not less an Ameri- 
can because he is not an Anglo- 
Saxon. Our republic is not only a 
federation of states, but a confed- 
eracy of races. A man may become 
an American irrespective of race or 
faith or tongue. 


Should Net Be Problem, 


“The first truth to be borne in 
mind with respect to Americaniza- 
tion is that the foreigner must not 
be viewed nor designated as a prob- 
lem. I belong to a people touching 
whom questions have been raised 
through the centuries, but I trust 
that I am first a man and only sec- 
ondarily, if at all, a problem.

Macon, Ga., March 38.—(Special.)—

Secretaries’ association, attention

‘tral states to Georgia on a dedi- 


cation tour, when the mountain sec- 


‘tions of the highway through Ken- 


tucky and Tennessee, which have 
heretofore kept the larger percent- 
age of the motorists out of the 
southeast, will be opened for travel, 

The dedication date for the exer- 
cises at Chattanooga has not been 
definitely set but will be along in 
the late summer or early fall. <An- 
nouncement of the tour, which will 
be participated in by governors, 
mayors and other representative 
citizens of the middle western 
states, was made by Secretary V. 
b. L. Robinson, in an address before 
the association. Mr. Robinson is 
leaving in. the morning for a con- 
tinugtion of his inspection tour over 
the western division of the high- 
way and will stop at Fort Valley, 


Marshallville, Montezuma, Ogle- 
thorpe and Americus. 

The dedication of the Dixie High- 
way mountain sections between 
Nashville- and Chattanooga and be- 
tween Cincinnati and Knoxville is, 
as pointed out by Secretary Robin- 
son, of particular interest to Geor- 
gia as it has been these mountain 
sections which have prevented tour- 
ists from motoring south and view- 
ing fiest hand the opportunities 
which Georgia has to offer along 
these lines. The dedication tour will 
bring to Georgia in the majority of 
instances on motor trips for the 
first time, men of big affairs, who 
will have the leisure to view the 
various sections of the states. 

Although it is recognized that 
Georgia’s construction program will 
be only well under way at that 
time and the highway in the state 
will not be ready to dedicate until 
a year hence, a well organized 
movement has been started by Geor- 
gia cities and towns along the Dixie 
Highway to invite motorists from 
Chicago and other points.

Miss Virginia Tate 
Is Named Sponsor 
By Sec’y Daniels 


Miss Virginia Tate, of Tate, Ga., 
has been appointed sponsor for the 
new torpedo boat destroyer to be 
named after one of Georgia’s heroes 
who lost his life in the Philippines, 
Wellborn Cicero Wood, of Pickens 


county. The annnouncement that 
Miss Tate had besn appointed by 
Secretary of the Navy Josephus 
Daniels was received Wednesday. 

Miss Tate, accompaned by Mrs. 
Jennie Gardner Bradley, will pro- 
ceed to Nwport News, Va., where 
the launching and christening of the 
destroyer will take place Saturday 
morning at 10 o’clock. 

Some months ago it was decided 
by the navy department that a tor- 
pedo boat destroyer should be 
named for Wood who Mstinguished 
himself by conspicuous bravery dur- 
ingthe Spanish-American war, and 
was killed later in the Philippine 
insurrection. 

Mr. Wood was appointed to the 
Naval academy by Congressman 
F, Carter Tate, who was at 
that time a member of the 
naval affairs committee of 
house. During the Spanish-Amer!l- 
can war and while still a student 
at the Naval academy, Mr. Wood 
was temporarily called into service, 
and took part under Admirals 
Sampson and Schley in the battle of 
Santiago, being in command of the 
ammunition house of the battleship 
Texas, 

After this service, he returned to 
the Naval academy, where he was 
graduated, ranking eighth in his 
class, which numbered about 120. 
After graduation, he was assigned 
to the battleship Chicago, whose 
duties were to cruise in the waters 
surrounding Washington and New 
York. 

At his own request, Mr. Wood was 
transferred to active duty in the 
Philippines and sailed there on the 
Solace. On arrival he was given 
command of the gunboat “Urdenita” 
and while on a cruise up the Orente 
river his heroic death occurred. 

In an attack, he was shot, losing 
the use of both legs. By the use 
of his hands, he pulled himself to 
where there was a rapid-fire gun 
and he manipulated this skilfully. 
keeping the enemy at bay until the 
loss of blood so weakened him that 
he succumbed. So fierce was the 
battle that of the number engaged, 
only two lived to relate the heroic 
death of Mr. Wood.

President Wilson 


Takes First Ride 
Since His Illness 


Meets Senator Borah on' 
School of Mental Defec-| Capitol Grounds and 


They Smile and Wave 
Hands at Each Other. 


Washington, March 3.—Lured by 
bulmy spring weather, the first of 
the season, President Wilson went 
on.a motor jount about the city to- 
day. It was the first time he had 
left the white house grounds since 
“a very sick 
man” five months ago today, on his 
return from his interrupted western 
speaking tour. 

The president told Mrs. Wilson 
and Rear Admiral Grayson, who ac- 
companied him, that he felt as 
though he had been away from 
Washington a long time. 

For more than an hour the presi- 
dent drove along the speedway and 
through the city streets and the 
capitol grounds, where he waved a 
friendly greeting to Senator Borah, 
of Idaho, one of the chief opponents 
to the peace treaty. 

The president was recognized by 
many persons and returned theit 
greetings as the white house limou- 
Sinte rolled along at an easy gait, 
escorted by another machine carry- 
ing the secret service men. 

“Delighted and much benefitted 
by his trip,” was the way Dr. Gray- 
son characterized the president’s at- 
titude when he returned to the white 
ohuse. 

The president was accompanied 
by Mrs. Wilson, Dr. Grayson and‘ 
secret service men, and took a spin 
around the “speedway” along the 
Potomac. A closed car was used, 
and the party left through the 
southwest gates. Photographers 
who had waited several weeks for 
the president’s reappearance in 
public were prohibited by the po- 
lice from Aaking photographs, | 

Almost ideal weather prevailed | 
for the president’s ride, the day be- 
ing as balmy as one in late spring, 
with only a gentle wind stirring. 
The car was kept closed throughout 
the trip, however. The president 
sat in the rear seat with Mrs. Wil- 
son,. ami kept his ‘cap in his hand 
most of the time. 

From the “speedway” the presi- 
dent drove back into the city and 
down Pennsylvania avenue around 
the capitol and thence te the white 


house. He was out a little more 
than an hour, and appeared te have 
enjoyed his outing. 

In the capitol grounds the presi- 
dient passed Senator -Borah, of 
Idaho, and recognition was simul- 
taneous, both waving their hands 
and smiling. Throughout the trip, 
Dr. Grayson said, the president was 
delighted, and rerarked that he 
felt like he had been away from 
Washington for a long time. 

Passing the vicinity of a market 
house, the president saw a sign 
quoting pork at 385 cents a pound. 
Although he has given much seri- 
ous consideration to the high cost 
of living, the president remarked 
to ‘Mrs. Wilson, ‘that brings it 
home to you when you see a big 
sign like that.” 

During the drive the president 
passed many people who recognized 
him, and he smiled his acknowledg- 
men of their greeting. Quite often 
women waved to him. 

Decision to allow the president 
to go out today was made by Ad- 
miral Grayson early this morning. 
Yesterday the president, anticipat- 
ing a good day, suggested that he 
would like -to go riding, and Dr. 
Grayson acquiesced. The president’s 
closed oar and secret service ma- 
chine drew up to the south en- 
trance of the white house at about 
11 o’clock. A few moments later 
the president, acmompanied by Mrs. 
Wilson and Dr. Grayson, came out 
from under the collonade. The 
president walked to the car with 
the aid of his cane. Dr. Grayson 
was at-his side and hela lightly to 
the president’s arm. The president 
was assisted into the car by Dr. 
Grayson and Mrs. Wilson. He wore 
his old gray sweater under @ me- 
dium weight overcoat. 

Dr. Grayson said that the presi- 
dent had been much benefited by 
his trip. and that an examination 
of his blood pressure on his return 
showed it to be quite normal, 

The president, Dr. Grayson said, 
probably will not go out driving 
every day for a time. Today’s trip 
was in the nature of a diversion, 
and future outings will be regu- 
lated by the weather. There will be 
no set schedule.

Grand Rapids, Mich., March 3.—A 
day of argument in the Newberry 
elections trial, following discharge 
this morning of fifteen additional 
defendants and dismissal of the 
fifth count in the indictment, ended 
with an appeal for freedom from 
James W. Helme, who has been re- 
ferred to in the trial as the “stalk- 
ing-horse” of the Newberry com- 
mittee in the 1918 democratic pri- 
mary, because he was listed as a 
candidate by republican endeavor in 
an effort to split the Ford vote. 

He maintained he could not be a 
conspirator with Truman H. New- 
berry or the latter’s campaign com- 
mittee “because I never advocated 
his election.” ; 

Helme. maintained it was no crime 
to be “worked” into or out of a 
campaign. .He cited a Missour! case 
in which it was alleged one candi- 
date was induced by $1,000 to with- 
draw by the candidate of another 
party. 

“The. state supreme court held 
that this did not violate the cor- 
rupt.practices act of. Missouri, but 


I do not maintain that they had | 


much of an act,” said Helme. 

Fifteen Are Freed. 
Reduction of the defendants to 
eighty-five was on the volition of 
Judge Sessions. In discharging the 


fifteen men he said he acted upon,

MEAT PRICES. 


A situation is alleged to exist in 
the mvat trade which, by their own 
confession, is proving rather per- 


plexing to those government offi- 


cials whose duty it is to safeguard 
the public interest and prosecute 
violators of the law. 


This is the way Attorney Gen- 
cral Palmer has publicly stated it: 


“For three months the price of 
meat has been falling. The retail 
dealers have claimed their supplies 
were old stock purchased at the 
The old stocks should 
be exhausted by this time, and un- 
less the price to the consumer 
comes down:-.we will have to look 
into the question of the dealers’ 
profits.” 

Elaborating the attorney gener-

the meat price situation followed

Wholesale meat prices at the Chi- 
cago yards dropped-to pre-war 
levels for some grades—following 
the publication.” | 

Subsequently, Herbert Hoover 
said in a letter to Senator Hender- 
son, of Nevada: 


“The realized fully $2.50 per 100 
pounds more than he has realized 
this season in an unassured market. 
Under the plan used the packers 
and distributors’ profits were held 
to definite margins and the con- 
gsumers’ costs were les sa year ago 
on higher hogs than they are to- 
day.” 

There seems to be an element of 
mystery concealed somewhere’ in 
this situation; and, in justice to 
everybody conneted with the meat 
business—producer, packer, whole- 
saler, retailer—as well as to the 
consuming public, it ought to be 


cleared up. | 


It may be that it can be satis- 
factorily explained; that there is 
nothing wrong in connection with 
the industry; that nobody is being 
gouged. 


But on the face of it, a continued

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something to which he is not en- 
titled under the rules of legitimate 
trade. 

If that is or is not the case, there 
is no danger of anyone’s being hurt 
by a true presentation of the facts. 

Light on the situation would help 
to curb unrest. . 


WHY THE EXCEPTIONS? 

Councilman Claude Ashley has 
announced that he intends asking 
council to recommend the enact- 
ment of a state law making women 
eligible to hold any office in a 
Georgia city of 100,000 inhabitants 
or more, except the offices of 
mayor, alderman, councilman and 
school Commissioner. 

This proposal js to be commend- 
ed in every respect, except in its 
exceptions. 

Why except the offices of mayor, 
alderman, councilman, and espe- 
cially that of school commissioner? 

Why debar a woman from hold- 
ing any office simply by reason of 
her sex? 

If a woman is qualified by educa- 
tion, ability, character and temper- 
ament to serve her community as 
mayor, or as a lawmaker, or as a 
director of the school system, and 
if her fellow-citizens of the com- 
munity want to place her in such 
official position, why should the 
fact that she happens to be born a 
‘girl instead of a boy be permitted 
to stand between her and her op- 
portunity to perform such service? 

One-half of the people are women. 
Why, then, should the prerogative 
of government be restricted to 
the other one-half who are not 
women? 

That is not democracy! 

As for woman’s being made eli- 
gible to serve as school commis- | 
sioner, that is the one official po- 
sition for which she is best fitted. 
That of all public offices should be 
open to woman, for if there is any 
place in which a woman’s intuition, 
sympathy, and her understanding 
of child-life and child-nature are 
needed it is in school administra- 
tion. 

Many progressive cities have re- 
moved the sex distinction in the 
matter of eligibility for office. 
Some cities have women in their 
councils; at least one great city, 
Los Angeles, has had a woman 
mayor; and many of them permit 
women to serve as school directors, 
commissioners and _ superintend- 
ents. 

It is a good and worthy move- 
ment and deserves public support; 
but the exceptions provided for in 
the plan now bfore council should 
be eliminated. 


LAW AND ENFORCEMENT. 
Carleton Y. Smith, a ptominent 
Atlanta business man, is right in 
saying, in a communication pub- 
lished elsewhere, that the enforce- 
ment of our state and municipal 
motor traffic laws and regulations 
is a matter that “needs vigorous, 
instant and constant attention.” 

We have on our statute books, 
state and city, ample law for the 
regulating of traffic; but there is 
no doubt that we are woefully lax 
in the matter of enforcement. 

As Mr. Smith. points out, the 
laws pertaining to. fflers, cut- 
outs, to dimmer headlights, to rate 
of speed permissible, to the passing 
of other vehicles or street cars on 
the public thoroughfares, etc., 
might almost as well be erased 
from the books for all the good 
they do in the way of protecting 
life and limb and property. 

But the laws are virtually nulli- 
fied by sheer lack of enforcement. 

Mr. Smith is a prominent and a 
practical business man of Atlanta; 
and what he has to say on this 
subject merits serious considera- 
tion. 

A law that is a dead letter by 
reason of non-enforcement is worse 
than no law at all; and it had bet- 
ter be repealed than to be per- 
mitted to degenerate to the status 
of a dead letter. 

If a law is not good, and if it 
should be repealed, the best and 
quickest means of bringing about 
its repeal is to rigidly enforce it. 
And a law that is good ought to be 
enforced for the sake of the good 
that it can do. 

All law, for that matter, ought to 
be enforced; if so law would mean 
more than it does.

Interest Felt in the Struggle That Is Being Made for Korean 
Independence—Judge Brand’s Statement on His 
Railroad Bill Vote—Georgia Manufacturers 
Give a Banquet. 


By JAMES A. 


HOLLOMON. 


Washington, March 3.—(Special.) 
As a usual thing I don’t touch upon 
foreign politics, or revolutions and 
the like, unless our country is in- 
volved. The average newspaper 
reader, of necessity, has already 
stored so much of such stuff in his 
brain that he wouldn’t know where 
to tap it if called upon to produce. 
But there are exceptions to all 
rules. When I read in the pro- 
Japanese newspapers that the bol- 
sheviki are backing the Korean re- 
volts my blood begins to boil. The 
truth is the Korean restored inde- 
pendence movement began long be- 
fore the Russian soviet government 
was ever thought of. 

There is no doubt about the fact 
that the Japanese are trying to 
weave fabric around the fact that 
a large percentage of the popula- 
tion of Siberia at the present time 
are Koreans—driven from Korea 
by Japanese oppression, and 
these Koreans are active and sym- 
pathetic for Korean independence. 

Americans will remember that 
Korea disbanded her army at the 
request and suggestion of Japan 
and that Korea consented to this 
in view of the treaties made with 
her by all of the western powers 
in which these powers guaranteed 
to respect her independence and ter- 
ritorial integrity. With what faith 
those powers kept their guarantees 
is either a matter of history or re- 
mains still to be seen. 

This disbanded army for the most 
part went into Siberia and Man- 
churia, still retaining the love for 
their native land. These men are 
of the old imperial army and some 
50,000 of them served in the world 
war in the fight for the allies 
against Germany. Thirty thousand 
of them served on the eastern front 
under their own native commander, 
General Ko Ji Lin. Their casual- 
ties were over 17 per cent. It can 
well be seen that such men might 
be impatient of delay. They knew 
of the passive movement and dem- 
onstration for independence in Ko- 
rea met with the most brutal 
atrocities by Japanese. They knew 
of the sending of a commission to 
Paris. They Knew of the sending 
of commissions to the United States 
and other countries with which Ko- 
rea had treaty covenants calling for 
such guarantees. It is no small 
wonder these men of this temper, 
deprived of even full news of the 
activities being conductd in behalf 
of their country, became restive and 
feeling that at some time all these 
appeals for moral support must 
give way to action, determined that 
now was the time to act. 

The movement in northern Korea 
is purely a national movement and 
it is backed by native Koreans, 
coming back to Korea to save their 
beloved country. The Japanese, 
with their usual cunning, are seek- 
ing to class these patriots with the 
bolsheviks and thus afford them- 
selves the excuse of repeating the

ers over a billion and a half dol- 
lars per year in increased freight 
rates; and the government is ob- 
ligated, hand and foot, to finance 
the railroads to the extent of three 
hundred million dollars.” Continu- 
ing his statement Judge Brand said: 

“Such guarantee and financing of 
business enterprises on the part 
of the government, is not only rank 
class legislation, but unprecedented 
in the history of this country and 
a favor shown the railroad owners 
which in 1914 the government ab- 
solutely refused to extend to the 
farmers of the south who were then 
in dire distress on account of the 
low price of cotton.”

Freud says: “It has been possib‘te 
for me to divide typical dreams into 
two classes—first those which real- 
ly have the same meaning every 
time and secondly those which must 
be subjected to the most widely 
aifferent interpretation in spite of 
the identical or similar content.

Editor Constitution During the 
last ten days, I have talked with 
several prominent Visitors’ to At- 
lanta from New York and other 
eastern cities, as well as from other 
southern cities, and, with one ac- 
cord, their severest criticism of At- 
lanta has ‘been in regard to the fail- 
ure to enforce the law regarding 
the operation of automobiles. Sev- 
eral of these people have gone so 
far as to state that they would not 
live in a city where so little atten- 
tion is given to such an important 
matter in the proper operation of a 
city. 

Atlanta, of all cities, with its nar- 
row streets and large number of 
automobiles, should be one of the 


most careful cities in the country 
in its enforcement of laws regard- 
ing the operation of the automobile 
—instead, I doubt if any city is more 
careless, 


Now and then, for-a day or so\a 
spasmodic campaign is made, and a 
few arrests follow, but in a week 


the drivers of these cars have for- 
gotten about it, and no further ef- 
fort is made to enforce any of the 
ordinances until some particularly 
ugly agcident happens, and § some- 
body is killed. 


It is very evident to anybody 
walking on the downtown streets 
that no effort is being: made to 
stop the speeders, to énforce the 
ordinances regarding the use of muf- 
fler cutouts, proper use of head- 
lights, or the ordinance regarding 
parking without lights. Very few 
of the large number of trucks used 
in the city even have mufflers—mpst 
of them betng knocked off with a 
hammer by the driver of the truck, 
when the truck {s purchased. 

It is a rare night now in any resi- 
dence section when {t is possible to 
sleep through the night without be- 


ing awakened by sone car, or truck, 
working withoyt a muffler. It is 
impossible to operate a car safely 
at night on any of the principa) 
thoroughfares on account of the 
number of cars being operated with 
glaring headlights. 


Among the most frequent violat- 
ors of the law are the drivers of 
taxicabs. They pay no attention to 


the traffic laws under any condi- 
tions. Such things as passing other 
automobiles on the right side, or 
street cars, standing or moving, on 
the left side, does not seem to worry 
them in the slightest. They drive 
with or without lights or muffler: 
as the case may be, at any rate of 
speed the car will make. Thev are 
responsible for numerous aczidents. 


If the people of Atlanta were 
aware of how much adverse crit!- 
cism these conditions cause visitors 


from other cities to make, I believe 
there would be such a popular de- 
mand for the enforcemert of the 
laws already in force that it would 
be only a matter of a few days When 
none of these conditions would exist. 
I feel so strongly the necessity 
for a correctionv.ef existing condi- 
tions, that I cannot put the matter 
too strongly. It needs vigorous, in- 
stant and contant attention.
